PAVE PAT might solve the problem 
of high accuracy needed to knockout spot tar- 
gets such as protected field guns, as you will 
note that the weapon produces killing over- 
pressures up to 45,000 sq. ft. Also unlike 
the COMMANDO VAULT weapon PAVE PAT may 
be dropped by tactical aircraft, not C-130's.
